Messina, Jan. S.— Earthquake shocks 


still continue here at tne rate of about 
ten per hour. 
Fire also has again 


broken out. completing the destruction 
of the city hall ami all 
the 
records 


stored there. 
A most impressive funeral ceremony 


was vvitn s.-ed at Messina when Arch­ 
bishop Barrigo made his way through 
the ruins of the city to the cemetery 
at M are Grosso and blessed a grave 
100 feet wide and thirty feet deep, con­ 
taining 1 ,800 bodies. 
The dead were 


piled one on top of the other and cov­ 
ered with quicklime. 
The prelate was 


followed to the cemetery by a large 
gathering of survivors whose lamenta­ 
tions mingled with the Latin words of 
the service and benediction. 
Subsequently the archbishop walked 


through the ruins and blessed the m ili­ 
tary hospital, the m ilitary college, the 
barracks and the archibshop’s house, 
considering these wrecked edilces as 
so many cemeteries. Under them wore

soldiers, 
students, 


policemen and monks.
